.centrated frozen milks in_ bricks 


similar to the ice cream bricks we 
buy at the present time. 

The experts at the Pennsylvania 
College say that the frozen concen- 
trated milk, when thawed and pro- 
perly diluted with water, can hardly 
be distinguished from fresh milk, 

I don’t know how they. make . the 
frozen brick of concentrated milk in 
the first place, But provided you 
could get one, here’s what you'd do.

SOIL DRIFTING | 


As summer draws to a close some 
summerfallowed fields will be found 
to be black and free from trash. 
‘This meals that in some areas there 
will be a serious danger of soil blow- 
ing during the fall and winter, Any- 
thing the farmer can to do protect 
his land will be valuable in helping 
to conserve the fertility contained in 
the top few inches. ‘ 

The Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Lethbridge have made many 
experiments to control soil drifting. 
They recommend that whenever a 
fallow is free from trash, and is in 
an area subject to soil, drifting, a 
fairly deep ploughing with a mould 
board plough if the last part of July 
is decidedly helpful on medium tex- 
ture soils, On heavy clay or sandy 
lands, however, the station -recom- 
mends. listing instead of ploughing. 
A lister can be made out of a duck- 
foot cultivator. by removing all’ the 
duick feet and by fitting to the. cul- 
tivator lister shovels about five feet 
apart. Lister shovels can be purchas- 
ed from the’ manufacturers of the 
cultivators. They are not expensive. 

‘To prevent loss from cutworms, 


all summerfallows should be left un- 


disturbed through August and the 
first half of September, hey the 
moths are laying eggs.

Took Time 


“People forget too quickly. During 
the present discussion on housing and 
how to get a lot of it fast, you come 
across such statements as_ this; 
“There is a lot of balderdash being 
thrown around now ‘about the short- 
age of materials. The materials can 
be obtained if they have to be, We 
got the tanks and the guns wher 
they had to be made.” 

This leaves the impression that we 
got the tanks and guns without de- 
lay. But we didn’t, Back in 1940, a 
year after the German. Army went 
rampaging through Poland and we 
were all wondering when it would 
walk into a virtually tankless and 
gunless Britain, the production of 
tanks in Canada was still a mere 
trickle—and so it was in Great Bri- 
tain and the United States, 

The money was available then as 
it is now for housebuilding. In 1940, 
war contracts totalling $445,000,000 
had been let and’ $225,000,000 was 
being spent on plant expansion, 

By the end of 1940 Canada was 
producing 130 aircraft a month, but 
no engines for them. Tank output 
was still in the future; only a few 
light ones, hardly effective in action 
were being made. 

Not until May 22, 1941, eighteen 
months after Poland had fallen and 
nearly a year after Dunkerque, did 
we complete our first heavy infantry 
tank.-After two years of war, our 
plane production was forty a week 
produced by 25,000 workers, 

We cannot expect production of 
building supplies to cdémmence at 
peak capacity overnight not because 
of any lack of money but because it 
is*physically impossible. 

If we are to save ourselves future 
disappointment we Canadians who 
pride ourselves on our realistic think- 
ing will not compare what we did in 
war produpction after four or mdére 
years of effort and experience with 
what we would like right away in 
peace production. It does take a 
while to tool up for civilian goods 
just as it took, many months to 
change fully from civilian, to war 
production”.—Edmonton Journal,
